Provisions of a Bl|l to Be, Framed by 

CliMlriiiNn Payne. 

Washington. Jan. 30. — Tbe house 
committee on ways and means ui ani- 
mously authorised Chairman i'ayue to 
frame a bill to repeml the special war 
taxes except the tax oa mixed flour. 
The repeal is to take effect July, 1, 
1902, except the duty on tea. which Is 
to take effect Jan. 1, 1903. Chairman 
Payne made a statement showing tliat 
the total reduction would be 177,000,- 
000 annually. Tbe delay in repeal of 
the tax on tea is for the purpose of en- 
abling those having stocks on hand to 
dispose of them • before the repeal 
ukes effeot . Mr. P^ne says the coun- 
try will start upon the next flsoal year 
with 1174,000.000 availabl.' c iLsh. 

The rep^^^ wUt effect tbe rcnaaining 
special taxes Imposed by the war, vis: 
On bankers, brokers, grain dealers, 
pawn brokers, custom house brokers, 
theaters, museums,, circuses, etc., bil- 
liard rooms and t>owling alleys, play- 
ing cards, dealers In and manufh>ctur- 
ers of tobaoco..

Colonel Arthur Lynch, who served

also cables fif.ui I'aris: "Uoth sides 
liuve strong reus Ills for desiring 
peace. If they light another six 
months the situation may not be ma- 
terially altered and it is impossible to 
.«ay exactly what is the milltaiy situa- 
tion. It is certain that now the Doers 
are as optimistic as they were a year 
ago with regard to their ability to bold ; 
out. whjie England's situation Is be-' 
coming Intolerable, not only on ac- 
count of hi-r rnoiunMis >xpeii.s". but 
because of the stAgnation of trade apd 
loss of prestige, in the diplomalio/ 
world.
